^^!^^ p. (amended) A sanitary napkin having a pair of end edges, a firs^ longitudinal edge and a second 
longitudinal edge located between the end edges, a backsheet laver, a substantially liquid permeable 


topsheet layer and an absorbent disposed between the topsheet layer and the backsheet layer;

the sanitary napkin and each wing having a fixed end anef a free end; each wing comprising:
